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eking all over the sand! 



AS the famous opening chords of Deep Purple’s 
hit “Smoke on the Water” were struck and real 
smoke began to bellow from flares let off at sea, 
the thousands crowded on Lyme Regis beach, 
led by the rock band’s lead singer Ian Gillan, 
knew this would be a moment to remember. 

In fact, the return of Guitars on the Beach was one of 
Lyme’s most memorable occassions and one of those 
events only this “sleepy” seaside resort seems able to pull 
off with such success. Recent attempts at similar events 
held in Lancashire and the USA have attracted just 64 and 
900 guitarists respectively, but Lyme pulled in about 
3,000 from across the country. If it was asleep before, the 
sound from that famous opening riff is sure to have 
woken the town up! 

Having broken the British record for the most guitarists 
playing simultaneously with Buddy Holly’s “Rave On” 
at the inaugural event last year, Guitars on the Beach re-

turned on Saturday with a more ambitious programme. 

This time it would take on three record attempts - the 
popular “Rave On” would once again be led by former 
Woodroffe School pupil and actor Billy Geraghty, who 
played Buddy in the West End musical, while “Rocking 
All Over the World” by Status Quo would be led by trib¬ 
ute act Lars Mullen, a huge hit with the crowd, and the 
grand finale, “Smoke on the Water”, by the star of the 
day, Ian Gillan, who received a surprise as his daughter, 
Grace, a singer with local band Papa Le Gal, joined him 
on stage for a one-off chance to rock out on the beach 
with her dad. 

Ambitious it may have been, but the huge beach party 
which drew Lyme’s summer season to a rocking close 


was pulled off to the last detail thanks to the inspiration 
of lead organiser Geoff Baker, his partner Jill Newton, 
musical director Bemie Fallon, the well-rehearsed house 
band and a dedicated team of backstage crew and volun¬ 
teers. Even the flares were sent up at the exact right mo¬ 
ment meaning those on the sand didn’t know which way 
to turn first as they tried to take in the whole of the elec¬ 
tric atmosphere. 

Registriation forms show that 2,900 officially signed 
up to take part, smashing last year’s record, but organisers 
believe the final number of guitarists joining in was 
closer to 3,300 with a further estimated 2,000 spectating 
- meaning you could barely see an inch of sand on the 
packed beach as the tide rolled in over the afternoon. 

Having been officially opened by the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, who told the audience 
to “rock on”, a full day of musical entertainment led up

■ WHAT brought you to Dorset? 

It was a combination of the post and the area - it’s a lovely 
part of the world to come to and at the time there was the 
prospect of a new hospital, although that didn’t come for 
some years. It was an exciting opportunity. 

When I first arrived we were admitting acute medicine to 
Dorset County and Weymouth and District hospitals and 
I also did clinics in Dorchester, Weymouth, Bridport, 
Blandford and Sherborne. 

■ DID you know about area before you came? 

No, I didn’t. I had to look it up on the map, but I found 
out about it pretty quickly. My first impressions were of 
a lovely county town with a delightful rural area and the 
sea close by as well, ideal in many ways. 

■ ARE you attracted to the sea? 

I like windsurfing and swimming and a bit of snorkelling. 
I’m not windsurfing at the moment; although I did until a 
couple of years ago.. .1 might have another go. 

■ YOU stayed, you didn't move on? 

At the time I was appointed consultants which meant you 
tended to stay in the same place. In training you would 
move from post to post but in a consultant post you were 
expected to be there for life. It’s a bit different now and 
people do move more now. 

■ WHEN did you retire? 

From the NHS in April 2013.1 had been part-time for a 
few years and had been gradually reducing hours from 
the age of 60, but I properly retired at the age of 66. It 
would have been very difficult to suddenly stop. 

■ DO you have any hobbies? 

I guess gardening is the main hobby, it takes up quite a 
lot of time; I also started doing a bit of sculpture in a very 
amateurish way about four years ago. I’m not very good, 
but I enjoy it. 

■ YOUR retirement will now be partially taken over 
by your new role with the CAB. How did that come 
about? 

I wanted to do something worthwhile and I had family 



who used to work for CAB years ago as well as many pa¬ 
tients who benefitted from the CAB. The opportunity to 
take up the chair came up and I thought that would be a 
good thing to do and a real challenge. I’ve come to it cold 
so I’m on a steep learning curve, which I’m actually en¬ 
joying. Everyone has been most helpful in explaining 
CAB and my job, and the job that they do. I’ve also, with 
client’s permission, sat in on a number of sessions which 
I found very instructive. I’ve been terribly impressed by 
the staff at the CAB. 

■ AND they deal with so many people? 

Yes, we’re currently working out the figures for this year 
in the run up to the annual meeting on October 9th but 
for 2012-13 the bureau dealt with 5,590 clients who be¬ 
tween them had 17,068 issues to be resolved. The num¬ 
bers are quite staggering. 
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■ I WOULD imagine funding must be a problem 
even though many of the 'staff' are volunteers? 

It’s a constant and continuing worry. The core of our 
funding comes from local government and their budgets 
are being cut. I know they are doing a review of their ex¬ 
penditure for 2016 onwards and although they are very 
supportive of CAB they do have their hands tied and this 
work is non-statutory. 

But the councils are aware of the issues. They know if 
they don’t have the CAB helping with people’s debt is¬ 
sues there is a risk they could become homeless and then 
the local authorities have to sort that out, at very much 
higher expense. We would argue that funding the CAB is 
money very well spent. 

■ WERE you surprised about how much poverty 
and problems there are in this area, which on the 
face of it appears affluent? 

I have been aware of it for a long time really, through 
medicine. Rural poverty is hidden away, it doesn’t hit you 
in the face like urban poverty. There are a lot of people 
who are making do and organising their lives as best they 
can on very little, particularly with house prices being 
high and the cost of transport locally. 

■ DO you have favourite authors? 

Orwell, Greene, Isabel Allende I like. 

■ FAVOURITE films and music? 

Classical music and a certain amount of jazz. We go to 
the Dorchester Film Society and enjoy that very much, 
there’s a whole variety of things there. I thoroughly en¬ 
joyed ‘The Angel’s Share’ which was along the lines of 
‘Whisky Galore’. It was a wonderful film, very funny.

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Saturday bus to be reinstated 


THE Saturday service on the Lyme Regis town 
bus route is to be reinstated, but afternoon trips 
throughout the week will be cut instead to cover 
costs. 

Dorset County Council cut funding for the Saturday 
service on the 71 town service bus, which cost a total of 
£74,104.69 to run and was operated by Damory, in April 
and residents have since campaigned for its reinstatement, 
claiming it was one of the most used services of the week, 
particularly for elderly people who lived on the outskirts 
of Lyme. 

Lyme Regis Town Council backed the campaign to re¬ 
instate the service, and Councillor Cheryl Reynolds led a 
petition, which has since received 800 signatures, and 
worked with county councillor Daryl Turner to see the 
service returned. 

Councillor Reynolds reported at last week’s Town Man¬ 
agement Committee meeting that Damory had agreed to 
reinstate the Saturday service but instead would have to 
cut afternoon services throughout the week, with the last 
bus running from 2.15pm from Monday to Friday, rather 
than 4.25pm, meaning it would arrive at Cobb Gate at 
2.47pm and would then continue drop-offs around the 
town until 3.07pm. The bus would then be used to pick 
up children from Charmouth Primary School.

Councillor Reynolds explained that she and Councillor 
Turner had spent the day consulting with bus users, most 
of whom had been supportive of the proposals, and they 
only had one day in which to make a decision on the 
changes as Demory needed to submit a registration the 
following day to tie in with its winter service changes at 
the beginning of November. 

Town councillors also supported the changes, with 
Councillor Terry O’Grady commenting: “I think it’s an 
excellent compromise.” 

'Fundamental issue' 

However, the proposal split views on social networking 
site Facebook, where some residents praised the idea 
while others described it as the “thin edge of the wedge” 
and unfair for residents who wanted to go out in the af¬ 
ternoons, especially for those who had medical appoint¬ 
ments. 

Councillor Anita Williams, chairman of the town’s 
Planning & Highways Committee, called for a longer 
consultation period for such a “fundamental issue”. 

She added: “Let’s not forget that this isn’t really the 


Plans to move landslip-stricken 
chalets set for county's approval 


PLANS to move forward chalets and day huts on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach to protect them from slipping cliffs be¬ 
hind are expected to receive approval from the district 
council tomorrow (Thursday). 

Lyme Regis Town Council made the application after 
landslides in late 2012 and 2013 damaged several of the 
chalets at Monmouth Beach, some having to be demol¬ 
ished. The first application to move chalets forward up 
to 15 metres was withdrawn in March after severe 
storms in February left engineers concerned that the 
chalets would be too close to the sea. 

A second application, which would see 11 chalets and 
11 day huts moved to a point between their original po¬ 
sition the first suggested 15 metres, has now been rec¬ 
ommended for approval by West Dorset District 
Council's planning officers ahead of tomorrow's Devel¬ 
opment Control Committee meeting. 

Planning officer Robert Burden advised: "It is consid¬ 
ered that the proposal to continue to provide the huts 
and chalets in a revised location is acceptable for a fur¬ 
ther temporary period of five years, given the ongoing 
need to monitor the evolving land stability-related 
issue, in particular. 

"The siting is considered acceptable in storm risk 
terms. This scheme would also help contribute toward 
tourism-related spending in the local economy. The re¬ 
vised siting, the design and materials general approach 
are considered acceptable. 

"Detailed assessment has been made of the ecological 
impacts of the scheme and this is acceptable subject to 
conditions." 

■ TOWN councillors have agreed to spend £1,000 of 
next year's budget in levelling out pebbles on Mon¬ 
mouth Beach in Lyme Regis, which are blocking the 
views of beach hut owners. 

Beach hut owners appealed to the council after severe 
storms in February created a steep ridge of pebbles, 
which they said "completely blocked any view of the sea 
or surrounding area". 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds brought the issue to last 
week's Town Management Committee meeting, where 
she said she was disappointed that previous requests 
from the beach hut owners had been ignored, and in 
one case they had been told it was nothing to do with 
the town council. She added that the beach hut owners 
were customers of the town council and should be 
treated better. 

Beach hut owners attended the meeting to speak in 
favour of the proposal to level the pebbles. 

Gilly Warr said:"The town council's maintenance staff 
have done a great job in looking after the main beach 


over the summer, raking it every day, but Monmouth 
Beach is becoming more and more popular with visitors 
looking for a quiet spot or for fossils. We promote our 
town as part of the Jurassic Coast so we should look 
after all our beaches." 

Paul Wason added that the pebble level had been an 
issue for several years but had become "impossible" 
since the storms in winter. 

"The conditions are totally unacceptable and we are 
asking for your assistance," he continued. 

Councillors agreed that the levelling could be carried 
out in spring, rather than before winter when they 
would risk more pebbles being thrown up again, for the 
cost of £1,000 which would come out of next year's 
budget, and to include the cost in future budgets for 
potential ongoing maintenance. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: "The cost is somewhat 
immaterial as we have a lot of money tied up in those 
beach huts and I'm sure the owners would be happier 
to pay their rent if we level the beach." 

Councillor Mark Gage added: "Just as we manage our 
other beaches we should be managing this one too. If 
we can level it out to what it was in previous years, that 
is a sensible and prudent thing to do." 

Councillor Terry O'Grady commented: "At the end of 
the day, they are out customers and if you don't treat 
your customers well you lose them." 

The council agreed to approach Natural England and 
West Dorset District Council to ask if they had any ob¬ 
jections to the levelling of the beach and, if not, to carry 
out the work at the beginning of the next financial year. 

Council gardeners open 
to ideas for flower bed 

TOWN council gardeners have asked for suggestions 
for an image which could be depicted in a floral bed in 
Langmoor Gardens, Lyme Regis. 

The large, circular flowerbed near the entrance of 
Langmoor Gardens is usually used to represent major 
or national events taking place during the year. This 
year, it depicted a poppy to mark the centenary of the 
outbreak of the First World War and the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of D-Day. 

The gardening team is now looking for suggestions 
for next year's display. At last week's town council 
meeting. Councillor Michaela Ellis suggested a candle 
as Candles on the Cobb would be held in 2015, and 
Councillor Owen Lovell suggested the town crest. 


only option. The county council has chosen to reduce the 
funding for our bus service, they have a pot of money to 
spend on all services throughout the whole county. 

“This comes out of a choice to reduce funding for the 
Lyme bus service. We all know that funding has been cut 
to the county council, we all know that difficult decisions 
about social care, etc. are having to be made but, ulti¬ 
mately, these come down to a choice about how funds are 
allocated. 

“Given that most of our medical services above GP 
level are now delivered out of town we need to consider 
how service users will get back from Dorchester, etc. as 
well. It might well be the best solution but I’m not sure 
how that decision can be made in such a short time with 
no formal consultation.” 

Councillor Turner, however, made the final decision to 
accept the proposed changes and a revised timetable for 
the 71 has now been drawn up. 

Explaining the county’s original reasoning for cutting 
the Saturday service, he said: “There is no specific gov¬ 
ernment grant to support bus subsidies, this ended in 
2010/11. At that time, councils across the country dramat¬ 
ically reduced their subsidies for uneconomic bus routes 
or stopped them altogether. 

“By contrast, Dorset County Council has managed to 
maintain its level of subsidy but, regrettably, the reduc¬ 
tions in Government Grant Settlements are now very deep 
and we now must carefully consider whether this expen¬ 
diture still represents good value. 

“In terms of the sums involved, the bus subsidy budget 
in 2012/13 was £2.4million, although this was supple¬ 
mented by £356,000 from our contingency to cover the 
additional costs of routes in the Dorchester area, which 
were declared uneconomic by the operator. Actual spend 
was £2.86million. For 2013/14 and beyond, the target 
budget is £2million.” 

Councillor Turner added that cutting the Saturday serv¬ 
ice on the 71 route saved £9,242. A public consultation 
was held on proposed cuts to services across the county 
before any decisions were made, but very few comments 
were received with regards to the 71 and no response was 
made by Lyme Regis Town Council, but Councillor 
Turner did speak against the cuts when the matter was 
brought before the Cabinet. 

He continued: “I also attended a LymeForward meeting 
which the town clerk and mayor were attending and I 
spoke about the monies required to re-instate the service, 
as costed by Dorset County Council. I informed the group 
there was no more money available from the county and 
the town council may consider funding the difference. 

“The cost to retain the original service was £9,242 and 
the cost to retain six days per week with reduced hours 
was £2,942. With the town council predicting a surplus 
of £80,000 I believe this should have been a considera¬ 
tion.” 

Speaking at last week’s meeting, Councillor Reynolds 
said the proposal had come from working on a close basis 
with Councillor Turner, which proved “if you work with 
your county councillors things work out”. 
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Councillor Mark Gage argued: “It’s all very well saying 
that, but we asked Councillor Turner for his support at 
full council when they cut the service and he didn’t want 
to help us.” 

Councillor Reynolds replied: “Oh, that’s rubbish 
Mark.” 

Councillor Gage: “No, it’s not.”

Town could be left to cover 
cost of dangerous'footpath 


LYME Regis Town Council could end up covering 
costs for repairs to the “dangerous” Lynch footpath 
over the River Lim, after the county and district au¬ 
thorities refused to take full responsibility for the 
path. 

The deteriorating condition of the Lynch, which 
runs from Gosling Bridge to the Town Mill with the 
leat and River Lim alongside it, has been causing the 
town council concern for many years but uncertainty 
over who is responsible for the path has delayed any 
repair work in the past. 

Dorset County Council has previously said it will 
only take responsibility for up to a spade’s depth of 
the path but will not carry out any works until under¬ 
lying issues to the wall itself, caused by vegetation, 
are resolved. 

Before their summer recess, councillors agreed to

write to district councillor George Symonds and dis¬ 
trict and county councillor Daryl Turner to ask for 
their assistance in finding out which authority was re¬ 
sponsible for the wall. 

After being advised to contact West Dorset’s estates 
surveyor Mark Osborne, who then referred the matter 
to the district’s legal team, the town council was told 
that West Dorset did not hold any deeds for the 
Lynch, which was proved with documents from the 
Land Registry including the 1995 transfer of the 
Town Mill from the district to the Town Mill Trust. 

It was explained at last week’s Town Management 
Committee meeting that the Town Mill owned the 
mill and leat but not the 
river wall or path. 

Councillor Owen 
Lovell said: “As a town 
council and stewards of 
this town, we need to get 
a report on how much 
it’s going to cost to re¬ 
pair the wall and then 
say to Dorset County 
Council ‘come and sort 
out your path’.” 

Councillor Chris Clip- 
son added: “It’s a very, 
very popular tourist at¬ 
traction and if it gets 
closed, which it could 
because it’s dangerous, it 
would not be of benefit 
to the town.” 

Councillors agreed to 
ask for a report on how 
much it would cost to re¬ 
pair the wall with the 
possibility of including it 
in next year’s budget.

Proposed landfill hits stumbling block 


Council to spend £20,000 on 
better lights for town centre 


LYME Regis Town Council has agreed to spend more than 
£20,000 on upgrading street lights in Broad Street to her¬ 
itage-style lanterns. 

The council was recently informed that Scottish and 
Southern Energy (SSE) was replacing the street lights in 
Broad Street and at the Shambles. The town centre was 
previously lit with lamps hanging from buildings but SSE 
began installing standing lampposts, as they did not re¬ 
ceive permission from all necessary property owners to in¬ 
stall new lights on buildings. 

Councillors were concerned that modern lampposts 
would not suit the street scene of the town centre and have 
now agreed to spend £20,235.67 from the expected budget 
surplus to upgrade them to heritage-style abbey or Albany 
lanterns. SSE has agreed to cover the cost of installing four 
abbey lanterns at the Shambles and Lesley Stone, propri¬ 
etor of the Royal Lion Hotel, has agreed with Lyme Regis 
Christmas Lights Committee to have one installed outside 
the hotel in memory of the late Barbara Austin MBE, for¬ 
mer mayor of the town and a lead fundraiser for the Christ¬ 
mas lights. 

The £20,235.67 from the council would cover the cost 
of the remainder of Broad Street lights to be upgraded to 
Albany lanterns. 

Town clerk John Wright reported that the original budget 
surplus expected at the end of the financial year had been 
£84,847, which they planned to spend on special projects 
next year including the regeneration of the Anning Road 
playing field, but £14,000 had been spent on creating a 
new post for a finance officer at the council and a further 
£14,000 had been spent on additional works to repair the 
railings outside St Michael’s Parish Church. With the latest 
spend of £20,235.67 on street lights, the council would be 
left with the surplus of £36,611.33. 

Mr Wright said this was “still good for this organisation”. 
He advised that the council could afford to upgrade the 
lights, as the surplus was likely to be boosted by additional 
car parking income as the town had enjoyed a good sea¬ 
son, and the council would receive additional income next 
year when it took back ownership of Monmouth Beach car 
park from West Dorset District Council. However, he 
warned councillors that they would have to be cautious

about any further expenditure from the surplus. 

Councillor Stan Williams said: “I think we should go for 
the best and do it properly. We don’t want to go the cheap 
way because it won’t be the cheapest way in the end; in a 
year we’ll say ‘this is disgraceful’ and want to change them 
again.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell added that they needed some¬ 
thing “suitable for a premier tourist destination”. 

Some councillors were concerned that the mixture of 
abbey and Albany lanterns in Broad Street would not look 
good and preferred the idea of having all abbey lanterns. 
However, they were told that this would not provide 
enough light coverage in the street. 

Councillor Mark Gage said he thought a mixture was a 
“sensible compromise”. 

“We need heritage lights because of the architectural sen¬ 
sitivity of Broad Street. It would be nice to have all of one 
type but it’s not technically possible so we’ve got to have 
a mixture,” he added. 

“I don’t want anyone to think that we are running so 
close to the wind on things that we can’t, from time to 
time, deal with unforeseen events, and this is one of those 
such things. 

Referring to a comment previously made by a resident 
in the View From Lyme Regis with regards to traffic con¬ 
gestion over the summer, Councillor Gage continued: 
“This is the best thing to do for somewhere that prides it¬ 
self on being an top holiday resort. We picked up some 
flack in the local press over the summer for being a 
‘greedy council’ for trying to attract too many holidaymak¬ 
ers, I didn’t really understand that. Perhaps this will be 
seen by some people as another example of the council’s 
greed. 

“I think it’s as much about attracting holidaymakers as 
it is to make sure those of us who live here 12 months of 
the year continue to live in a pleasant town and are aware 
of the architectural sensitivity of our main street.” 


PLANS for a landfill site at Charmouth Road in Lyme 
Regis reached a stumbling block last week. 

Protestors from the Stop Lyme Landfill group were 
pleased to hear that the Waste Recovery Plan for the site 
had been rejected by the Environment Agency. 

Planning permission for the landfill site at Lyme Regis 
Golf Club’s driving range, which will be in operation for 
five years and take 40,000 cubic metres of inert waste, 
has been received by Dorset County Council but the ap¬ 
plicants still need the green light from the Environment 
Agency before the operation can begin. 

Members of the Stop Lyme Landfill group and Uplyme 
Parish Council wrote to the Environment Agency ex¬ 
pressing their concerns over the proposed site, with par¬ 
ticular reference to the effect it could have on 
neighbouring residents of the Harcombe Valley, part of 
the parish of Uplyme. 

They were told that for the applicant to receive a permit 
from the Environment Agency, they would be invited to 
submit a Waste Recovery Plan (WRP) to determine 
whether the proposed activity was recovery of waste or 

Church railings'progressing well' 

THE much-awaited restoration of the railings outside St 
Michael's Parish Church in Lyme Regis is"well underway 
and progressing well", town councillors have been told. 
Councillors were given an update on the £74,470 proj¬ 
ect to repair and restore the listed railings at last week's 
Town Management Committee meeting. 

It was reported that the railings had been safely re¬ 
moved from the site and taken to the workshop of New¬ 
ton Forge in Sturminster Newton for the work to be 
carried out. All sections have now been shot blasted 
and prepared, the new wrought iron had arrived and 
the replacement decorations and spires had been 
made. 

The project is now about 60 per cent complete with 
the next stage being to paint the railings with a four- 
part paint system. 

The stonemason has also visited the site of the church 
and assessed the coping stones of the wall below the 
railings, and work on this should start this month. Once 
this and the re-pointing of the wall is completed, the 
new railings can be fitted. 


disposal, with only recovery activity permited for autho¬ 
risation under the Standard Rules permit for Use of Waste 
in Construction. 

The Environment Agency last week rejected the appli¬ 
cant’s WRP as it was deemed “disposal”. The applicant 
will now have the option of applying for a bespoke permit 
for an inert waste landfill, meaning the operation will be 
considered as a waste installation, or submitting an al¬ 
tered WRP. 

East Devon district councillor for the Trinity Ward 
which includes Uplyme, Ian Thomas, who has opposed 
the plans, said: “It is unclear at this point what further ac¬ 
tion the applicant may take, and we must wait for an in¬ 
dication of whether or not they will proceed with their 
proposal for the landfill operations on the site of the driv¬ 
ing range at Lyme Regis Golf Club.” 

He added that “life would have been so much more sim¬ 
ple” if the three county councillors who passed the plan¬ 
ning approval against officers’ recommendations had 
taken such policies into account. 

Council call for action on 
blocked drains and gullies 

TOWN councillors have asked for the county to take 
action on the large number of drains and gullies 
blocked around Lyme Regis. 

The town council has received more than 20 com¬ 
plaints about blocked drains and gullies since July. Is¬ 
sues have been reported in Sidmouth Road, 
Clappentail Lane, Marine Parade, Uplyme Road, Cobb 
Road, Silver Street, Charmouth Road and outside 
Strawberry Field, Pound Road and Corum Avenue. 

The matter was raised when the council was asked 
to look at the Environment Agency's pilot flash flood 
alert service, which it has singed up to, at last week's 
Town Management Committee meeting. 

Councillor Terry O'Grady said: "There's no point in 
having this if we can't even clear our drains and gul¬ 
lies." 

He proposed that the council write to county coun¬ 
cillor Daryl Turner to ask for his support in getting the 
drains and gullies cleared before winter, which was 
agreed.

THE title “Views from the 
News” caught my eye in a 
Christian magazine. 

I have always been an 
avid reader and like to start 
my day by reading my 
Bible, which I believe to be 
the word of God, and each 
year I read it through once. 

After that, I try to catch up on other read¬ 
ing, and have just read the above maga¬ 
zine page. 

Its first item, from last June, is headed 
“Russia sentences secret agents over theft 
of Gutenberg Bible”. This 15th century 
item “was the first real book to be mass- 
produced using movable type printing 
techniques.” It was stolen and the thieves 
hoped to get £700,000 for it. The court 
said it was “priceless” and sentenced the 
lead thief to three years in a penal colony. 

The priceless nature of the Bible is indi¬ 
cated by the giving away, during World 
War I, of 43,000,000 portions of it among 
the armed forces, refugees, prisoners and 
civilians. Many letters of appreciation 
were received, summarised by the pub¬ 
lishers, “In God’s Word, many soldiers, 
sailors and airmen found peace when they 


were afraid, strength when they were 
under pressure, and comfort even in the 
face of death.” 

Some of us from Lyme’s local churches 
gave away lots of a replica edition of the 
Active Service John’s Gospel from 1914- 
18, at the Marine Parade commemoration 
of the start of WW1 on August 4th. Many 
more will be freely available in coming 
months. 

In the middle of the Bible is the book of 
Psalms, which some describe as the 
Bible’s hymn book. The 176 verses of 
Psalm 119 are chock full of the priceless 
nature of the word of God, including the 
gem: “Your word is a lamp to guide my 
feet and a light for my path.” 

We can all benefit from the Bible’s wis¬ 
dom, whether our lives are normal, turbu¬ 
lent, or whatever.

Re-development of toilet site 
would be good revenue earner 


■ THERE was an extremely good suggestion made re¬ 
cently in a local publication regarding arguably one of 
the most valuable and visible locations in Lyme Regis. 

This was that the prime site occupied currently by the 
hideous public conveniences in the square be moved to 
either the rear in the car park or to the water treatment 
works on Gun Cliff, with appropriate directional signs of 
course. 

This important site redeveloped with its outstanding lo¬ 
cation and views would be a natural for an excellent retail 
or hospitality outlet. It would also, of course, be a very 
good revenue earner for the council, i.e. tax payers. 

A suitable developer would be delighted to transform 
that site from ugliness to something very worthwhile and 
benefit the town. 


It seems to me to be utter madness for the council not 
to consider this proposal. It would, if implemented, be an 
asset to the town and get rid of a blot on the square. 

Who now in their right mind would plonk a loo in such 
a prestigious place? 

But when it takes years to get a skateboard park, years 
to sort out the traffic congestion in the town, years to sort 
out moving the Broad Street bus stop up to Sherborne 
Lane, years to sort out the traffic chaos at term time at 
the Woodroffe School - and don't get me started on pro¬ 
vision of low cost housing - then don't hold your breath, 
as they say.

T HE conversation 

went a bit like this. 
“So your council has a 
full-time promotions 
manager and staff to put 
on all these events?” 

I was talking to a visitor from 
one of the outer London bor¬ 
oughs, one of thousands who 
had rocked up (literally) on the 
beach with a guitar strapped to 
his back. 

“Well, no,” I replied. “All this 
is organised by volunteers.” 
“You are kidding?” 

“No. This town is no more 
than a village in the winter. 
Our council does not have 
those sort of resources.” 

We are talking about Guitars 
On The Beach here, surely the 
most spectacularly enjoyable 
event staged in Lyme since, 
well, last year’s Guitars On The 


Beach. And, of course, it is the 
volunteers who make Lyme a 
very special place - the volun¬ 
teers about whom my fellow 
columnist, Chris Boothroyd, has 
written so eloquently in recent 
weeks. 

The town council benefits 
greatly throughout the summer 
months with increased car park¬ 
ing and excellent business for 
their various concessions. But to 
be fair to the council, they do 
support most events either fi¬ 


nancially or by allowing their 
outside staff to help out where 
possible. 

Operations manager Elliott 
Herbert is always willing and 
keen to lend a hand when asked. 

And it was good to see Council¬ 
lor Rikey Austin and town clerk 
John Wright joining in the Gui¬ 
tars On The Beach world record 
attempt and not boycotting the 
event as some of their colleagues 
were rumoured to be doing last 
year. 


The event attracted 3,000 regis¬ 
tered guitarists and probably a 
similar number of non-players 
on the beach - the biggest crowd 
I have seen since the Radio One 
roadshows (remember them?) 
visited Lyme in the late 
1970s/80s, possibly bigger. 

The brainchild of former rock 
PR Geoff Baker, GOTB is proba¬ 
bly the most unique and exhila¬ 
rating summertime event on the 
south coast. Hell, let’s make that 
in the UK. 

Geoff s unrivalled contacts in 
the rock business, his media 
nous and sheer determination to 
do some good for his home town 
are the cornerstones behind the 
success of this event. 

And you know what they say 
about behind every successful 
man... Geoff s partner, Jill New¬ 
ton, took on board a massive or¬ 
ganisational task so important to 
the success of any large event. 


They will be the first to admit 
that they received fantastic be¬ 
hind-the-scenes support from so 
many people - not to mention 
the musicians and technicians 
that made up the house band, 
which was brilliant on the day. 

What a thrill it must have 
been for those local musicians 
to share a stage with rock leg¬ 
end Ian Gillan, who has a home 
in Lyme. Not only did he pay 
for the erection of the stage but 
agreed to put in an appearance 
to sing Deep Purple’s most fa¬ 
mous hit, “Smoke on the 
Water”. 

And what a moment it was 
when suddenly he was joined 
on stage by his daughter, Grace, 
who was appearing later on the 
bill with popular local band, 
Papa La Gal, and then smoke re¬ 
ally did rise from the water 
where a flotilla of local craft let 
off their flares. 

Great spectacle, great theatre. 

As a close colleague of Geoff 
and Jill, I know how much they 
personally put into this day, 
how much blood, sweat and 
(yes) tears. 

To those of us on the outside, 
the day ran like clockwork. As 
with any big event, I’m sure 
there was a hiccup or two but 
nobody noticed. 


This was a day to let your hair 
down (difficult for me!), turn back 
the clock and believe that you were 
a rocker once one. 

The quality of the musical enter¬ 
tainment was outstanding - from 
seven-years-old Darci Street (how 
many tiny tots have played before 
such a big audience?) to the great 
man himself, Gillan; it was a day 
that rockers young and old will 
never forget. 

♦ A WORD of praise also for Mark 
Hix and his team for staging the 
Food Rocks festival to run alongside 
GOTB. The various cooking demon¬ 
strations and food and drink stands 
attracted many people to the town 
adding greatly to the overall atmos¬ 
phere of the weekend. 

Lyme, you did it again! 

■ TWO acquaintances of 
mine who have had cause 
to attend council meetings in 
Lyme Regis in the past - and 
were unimpressed by the stan¬ 
dard of debate - went along to a 
recent meeting of Uplyme 
Parish Council. 

What was their verdict? That 
officers and councillors from 
Lyme Regis should attend one 
of the village meetings to see 
how a proper council should be 
run. 

Their words - not mine. 


■ THE crass habit of certain town council¬ 
lors in the Lyme Regis Town Council 
chamber chomping their way through meet¬ 
ings by tucking into bags of sweets laid be¬ 
fore them continues.

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EcoHomes show the way to save energy in the home 


THERE are many ways of saving energy in our homes, 
some of them costing almost nothing, others requiring 
major investments. Whether we are doing it to have a 
greener lifestyle, or a cosier home, or to reduce our 
household bills, it makes sense to stop wasting heat 
needlessly. Reducing domestic heating in Britain would 
make a big difference to our demand for fossil fuel. 

This weekend eighteen homes are open to the public 
to show how people can save energy. In one home, 
Rab and Mary have used recycled materials thrown out 
by other people to create a cosy home at little cost. 
Arnold and Ro rent their property, but have still in¬ 
stalled a solar water heater, a wood-burning stove and 
rainwater recovery in their home in West Bexington. If 
they decide to move they can take it all with them. 
Three of the homes pay nothing for their electricity, 
which is all generated onsite. Many collect rainwater to 



reduce their water consumption. 

Some measures are more expensive, but grants and 
loans are available. Most people have heard of the dis¬ 
credited Green Deal, but the new improved version has 
fewer restrictions and is worth exploring. Few people 
know about the Renewable heating Incentive (RHI), 
which applies to solar heating panels, biomass or pellet 
boilers, and heat pumps. One of the homes to open on 



Sunday has installed a wood pellet boiler, and the 
home-owner, Steve, stands to receive £14,000 RHI, 
which will pay most of the original cost. In other 
homes, a £4000 top-end solar heating system will re¬ 
ceive grants of £2,500 of RHI, as well as free hot water. 

The best way to find out what is best for you is to talk 
to the people who have been there and are willing to 
give unbiased and informed advice for free. For further 
information on the Open EcoHomes visit transition- 
townbridport.co.uk or pick up a brochure from the in¬ 



formation centre.

Energy saving top tips 


Low Cost Tips 


Turn it off: Try to be aware of unnecessary lights left 
on, and appliances left plugged-in or on standby. 
Nearly all electrical and electronic appliances can 
safely be turned off at the plug without upsetting 
their systems - some satellite and digital TV recorders 
may need to be left plugged in so they can keep track 
of any programmes you want to record - but check 
the instructions on any appliances you aren't sure 
about. 

A typical household could save between £45 and 
£80 a year just by remembering to turn off appliances 
left on standby. 


Medium Cost Tips 


Draught excluder: Unless your home is very new, 
you're likely to be losing some heat through draughts 
around doors and windows, gaps around the floor, 
maybe up a chimney or two, and a whole host of other 
little holes around the house. 

Why not buy some proper draught-proofing prod¬ 
ucts for the doors and windows, seal your skirting 
boards with silicone sealant, and fit a chimney draught 
excluder or sealed fire guards? DIY draught proofing 
of windows, doors and blocking cracks in floors and 
skirting boards could cost up to £200, but could save 
between £20 - £30 a year in a draughty home. 


New heating controls: Whatever the age of your 
boiler, the right controls will let you set your heating 
and hot water to come on and off when you need 
them, heat just the areas of your home you want, and 
decide how warm you want each area to be. Installing 
a room thermostat, programmer and thermostatic ra¬ 
diator valves you could save up to £70 - £150 a year. 

This also means you can then make savings by using 
your controls more effectively, for example, turning 
down your room thermostat by just one degree if it's 
too warm inside could save around £75 

Loft insulation: We recommend having at least 
270mm (ten inches) of loft insulation, so it might be 
worth checking whether you could make your home 
warmer by topping up levels of loft insulation. You 
could save up to £150 a year if your loft is uninsulated 
by installing 270mm of insulation. Even if you have 
some insulation by topping up from 100mm to 
270mm could save around £15 a year. 

Lighten your load: Have you changed all your light 
bulbs for low-energy ones? Even the halogen spots? 
You can now get LED spotlights that are bright enough 
to replace halogens, as well as regular energy saving 
bulbs ('compact fluorescent lamps'or CFLs) for pretty 
much everything else. They come in a variety of 
shapes, sizes and fittings. 

If the average household replaced all their remaining 
old-fashioned bulbs with CFLs and all their halogens 
with LEDs it would cost around £110 and save around 
£45 a year.

WHAT TO DO 

THISWEEK 

• BRING in house plants that have been standing out¬ 
doors in the summer, before they succumb to cooler 
weather. 

• PLANT daffodil bulbs, which begin their root growth 
earlier than most bulbs. 

• PLANT out spring-flowering biennials including wall¬ 
flowers and forget-me-nots in their flowering positions. 

• STORE apples and pears for use over the winter. 

• CONTINUE to pick sweet peas to encourage further 
flowers. 

• PLANT dwarf bulbs such as crocus in lawns and grassy 
banks and scillas and chionodoxas in pots. 

• PROTECT the ripening fruit of plums and cherries from 
birds and squirrels. Pick the fruit as it becomes ripe but 
watch out for wasps when picking. 

• LIFT and divide five-year- 
old clumps of perennial 
herbs such as bergamot 
and lemon balm, discard¬ 
ing the old woody centres 
and replanting in new po¬ 
sitions. 

• REDUCE watering orchids 
indoors as growth slows 
down and apply the last 
feed. From the end of Sep¬ 
tember until next April no 
feeding is necessary.

Rowan and crab jelly 


Makes approx 5 jars 

ROWANBERRIES, the fruit of the mountain ash , 
which is very common in our region (a popular, 
attractive tree with widespread planting in parks 
and on new estates). They make the most 
delicious, tangy, orange red jelly, which is 
stunning with nutty cheeses such as Caerphilly. 


Ingredients 

• 1 kg Rowanberries 

• 1kg Crab apples 

• Approx 1 kg caster sugar 

Equipment needed 

A 4 litre capacity pan, preferably a preserving 
pan, a jelly bag or muslin cloth for straining 



Method 

Remove the rowanberries from 
their stalks and wash well. Cut 
the apples roughly and place 
both fruits in a pan with just 
enough water to cover them. 


Simmer gently for about 45 
minutes, or until the fruit is very 
soft, crushing with a potato 
masher, then strain through a 
jelly bag/muslin overnight. 
Measure the juice and pour into 
a clean pan. Add 450gm of 


warmed sugar to every 600ml 
juice. Heat gently until the 
sugar has dissolved, the boil 
rapidly for about 10 minutes, or 
until setting point is reached. 
Pour into sterilized jars, and 
reserve for use.

Tomato Ketchup 


Makes 5 bottles

When it comes to a brand leader, only one name 
really comes up relating to tomato ketchup. 
However, a lovely homemade ketchup harnesses 
the really best tomatoes at this time of year, and 
has a better, less sugary flavour. 



Ingredients 

• 1.5 kg best ripe, deep red tomatoes, 
chopped into eighths 

2 medium onions, peeled and rough chopped 

6 cloves garlic, crushed 

3cm fresh ginger root, peeled and fine 

chopped 

4 cloves 

4 bay leaves 

1 teaspoon cinnamon powder 
300gm cider vinegar 
200gm pineapplejuice 
300gm caster sugar 

2 dessertspoons good quality tomato puree 

Equipment needed 

• a 4 litre capacity thick bottomed pan 
(preferably a preserving pan), a blender, 5x 
400ml bottles or kilner jars 


Method 

Add all the ingredients to a 
good size pan (a preserving pan 
would be ideal) and mix thor¬ 
oughly. 

Place on a gentle heat, and 
slowly bring to the boil, stir 


from time to time to ensure the 
sugar dissolves. 

On a low heat simmer for two 
hours, stir from time to time to 
prevent the ketchup sticking 
(and burning) to the bottom of 
the pan. 


Allow to cool and settle for an 
hour. Blend the ketchup thor¬ 
oughly so smooth and silky, 
pour into properly sterilized 
bottles/jars. 

The ketchup should keep for 
three months, keep in fridge 
once open.

New Audi A6 Range Ready for an Even Cleaner Getaway 



A The new Audi A6 


ALREADY notable as the first conventionally 
powered premium executive class car to com¬ 
bine groundbreaking efficiency with a full, un¬ 
fettered sports specification, the Audi A6 is 
about to shift up another gear as a new model 
waits in the wings.

ment at AUDI AG. "The Audi A6 sets new stan¬ 
dards in many technical fields: the lightweight 
body containing many aluminum compo¬ 
nents, the powerful and highly efficient en¬ 
gines, the sporty chassis and the advanced 
assistance and multimedia systems." 

The sharp lines and taut surfaces which al¬ 
ready create an impression of elegance deliv¬ 
ered with meticulous precision in the A6 have 
been carefully honed as part of the model up¬ 
date. Revisions have been made to the Single¬ 
frame grille, the air inlets, the bumpers, the 
side sills, the rear lights and the tailpipes. One 
particular exterior highlight is the addition of 
xenon headlamps as standard for UK A6 SE 
models, and LED headlights with dynamic 
'sweeping' rear indicators for S line versions 


and above. Matrix LED headlights, incorporat¬ 
ing clusters of LED bulbs which can be individ¬ 
ually dimmed when sensors detect oncoming 
or following traffic to automatically divert their 
beams around obstacles, are optional for all A6 
and S6 variants and standard for the RS 6 
Avant. 

Lighter, brighter S line option 

The sinewy style of the exterior is echoed in 
the car's spacious interior, which in the Avant 
is combined with a 565-litre load bay that can 
be expanded to 1,680 litres. Every detail attests 
to an uncompromising approach to quality, 
and the elegant colours and carefully selected 
materials emphasize the premium class am¬ 
biance. A new Lunar Silver upholstery and 
headlining colour choice for S line versions, 
which have until now been available finished 
exclusively in black, is one advantage offered 
by the new model, as are subtle detail en¬ 
hancements, including an upgrade from dual¬ 
zone to deluxe four-zone climate control, new 
gear lever designs and additional chrome de¬ 
tailing. 

Technology aficionados will also appreciate 
the upgraded infotainment options, which in¬ 
clude new versions of the top-of-the-line MMI 
navigation plus and Audi connect elements. 
Based around an eight-inch retractable colour 
monitor, MMI navigation plus is available as an 
alternative to the standard navigation system. 
It now uses an even more powerful Tegra 30 
graphics processor from Audi's partner Nvidia, 
and includes MMI touch, which enables the 
driver to scroll and zoom in lists and maps via 
a touchpad. Audi connect now brings tailored 
Internet-based services and new media 
streaming apps to the car via the latest LTE 
high-speed data transmission standard for 


ultra-fast 4G click-through and download func¬ 
tionality. 

The Audi phone box option is also now avail¬ 
able - it enables occupants to connect their 
mobile phones to the car's antenna for im¬ 
proved reception simply by placing them in 
the phone box compartment. 

The range of driver assistance systems, 
topped by adaptive cruise control with stop & 
go function, is also extremely attractive. Audi 
side assist, which uses radar to check behind 
the car when changing lanes, works closely to¬ 
gether with Audi active lane assist, which pre¬ 
vents unintended lane changes. The night 
vision assistant now includes even more func¬ 
tions, and the portfolio of Audi pre sense 
safety systems is also available to further en¬ 
hance protection. Important information can 
be called up via the optional head-up display. 


Extensively updated EU6 engines 

In the UK the engine line-up for the new A6 
and A6 Avant will comprise fourTDI engines 
with either four or six cylinders and either sin¬ 
gle or twin turbo charging. All engines comply 
with the limits of the Euro 6 emission standard, 
and their C02 emissions have been reduced by 
as much as 22 percent. As before, the most ef¬ 
ficient engine - the 2.0-litre TDI four-cylinder 
with 190PS - is reserved for ultra versions of 
the Saloon and Avant which combine strong 
performance, hushed refinement and the po¬ 
tential to return up to 64mpg with C02 output 
from as little as 114g/km. Despite its sports 
styling, 18-inch alloy wheels and extensive 
specification, even the A6 2.0 TDI ultra S line 
Saloon with S tronic transmission achieves 
these exceptional economy and emissions fig¬ 
ures.
